\\'"ith the tr.insfomialion of the tennis courts into rinks' come 
thoughts o! the cl.^ss-hoc.kcy niatchfs. and their faculty of drill- 
ing into active outdoor competition men who mipht othcrwsc go 
throuph the winter without paying any attention to physical 
exercisrs. 

Students come to .McGill tor an education. There is a belief, 
.sometimes all too common, that this is achieved when they have 
succe.«isfu]ly p-aduated <»"ith a degree. But this, although perhaps 
a most obNTous emblem of scholarship, does not mean that the 
possessor is educated. The being with a perfect education is one 
whose physical, moral and mental equipment is in the best possi- 
ble condition. 

In other words, a man may take many first class honours, 
und yet be greatly in need of education as to the value, needs and 
welfare of his physical being., There is, and has been for many 
year, an ardent campaign at McGill, as well as in most other uni- 
versities, to bring even- nian and woman, ^^^thout distinction as 
to year or position, onto the playing field. An appalling number 
Df-pcople fail entirely to realize the fact that it is necessary to de- 
vote each week so much time, regularly and under healthy condi- 
tions, to phy.sical training of the kind best suited to their needs. 

A large proportion of the University takes part in intercol- 
.eg^iate competition of some kind or other, but a still greater per- 
centage of undergraduates, in the upper years at least, take little 
or no exercise except that pro'inded in the intramural games. 

In practically'" everj- di^-ision of sport at McGill, there are ar- 
■angements for intcrfaicultv and interclass games. These are the 
medium through whiclT the average college student, lacking the 
- time or the ability to make an intercollegiate te«m, must take his 
sxercise, and apcoridingly they should be encouraged in the future 
•.1 .they_ have^beea in the past. They take up but a few hours a 
iveek, M-hile they provide all the thrill of competition, and they 
■.«iach all the lessons of sportsmanship that comes to those who de- 
cote more -time and energy to athletics of a higher, though not 
nore enjoyable category.
